judved the object to be an aircraft with the landing lights on, Sut after object oe 
not move, did not know what it was, The odject appeared to be a bright pulsating 
light while stationary, After object started moving, it travelled vertically to 
approx 12,000 feet, in approx one minute, toa point 70 decrees above the horizon, 
SOURCE stated, after object reached its peak, there wes nothing unusual about it, 

It looked Like an aircraft with its landing lights on and one red light showing on 
| the left wing tip. The object started moving in a heading of 45 degrees from th 
magnetic pole, with all lights burning steady.
